Amer ican Artillery i® Reproduce the 
Grcdt Mukden Con flict. 
Out on a wide stretch of Kansas plain 
the savag e battle of Mukden is to be 
foug ht ag ain—a mimic strug g le which for 
ten smoke-blown day s is to stag g er over 
80,000 acres of g overnment reservation. 
There will be the crash of heavy sieg e 
g uns and the stench of picric as the dis­ 
rupting shells hurl earthworks and their 
ch^my defenders in the air. 
The infantry , with its sieg e g uns and j 
field artillery , will throw' its streng th 
ag ainst the redoubts which the eng ineers 
have constructed—a fortification which 
duplicates as far as possible the one be­ 
hind which Ivuropatkin intrenched his 
Russians at Mukden and over which the 
little brown men swarmed after their 
Shimose shells had blown g reat breaches 
in the works. 
It is chiefly for the purpose of seeing 
what American artillery can do under 
identical circumstances that this mimic 
battle is to be foug ht. Dunnite is the ex ­ 
plosive with which our shells are to be 
charg ed, a picric compound which takes 
its name from Major Beverly \V. Dunn 
of the United States Ordnance Corps. 
The works which are to be attacked 
by this shell were constructed by the 
Third battalion of eng ineers, now statiou- 
ed at Fort Leavenworth. 
The redoubt 
is «30 feet throug h at the base and 12 
feet at the top. 
It is rivctted with 
cines, hurdles, brush and sod and is matte 
as strong as the nature of the solj.^and 
subsoils of the reg ion wdll allow.,| On the

The g reatest catastrophe the world has 
ever known is in prog ress at this present 
moment and the \vorld recks little or 
nothing of it. 
This is the plag ue epidemic in India, 
which has now' been rag ing for more than 
eleven y ears, nad which, so far from 
showing any tendency to die out, keeps 
steadily increasing in intensity . 
Thus, 
during the six weeks ending May 11 last, 
481,802 persons perished from it, or at 
the rate of over 80,000 deaths a week. 
Nothing approaching the appalling hor­ 
ror represented by these fig ures has ever 
been recorded b**A>re. 
The nearest to it 
was in 1005, when, during the last week 
in March, the epidemic was responsible 
for 57,702 deaths. 
No pestilence of ancient or modern 
times, of which we have any knowledg e, 
has slain so many millions of people as 
has this one and the end of which, mind, 
is not y et. 
The “ Great Plag ue” of London, for 
ex ample, about which 
every body 
has 
heard, killed at the outside some 80,000 
people in seven months, or about as many 
.as are dy ing weekly in India from a dis­ 
ease which is identical with it in every 
respect. 
The “ Black Death” is said to have 
slain one-third qf the then population of 
Eng land—say 1.500,000 persons; but this 
is doubtful. 
Even admitting the correct­ 
ness of the estimate, however, the mor­ 
tality of the present epidemic in India 
has already more than doubled this hug e 
total. 
What will be the end no man can 
foresee or venture to forecast.

The Pittsburg Coal Company , the Mo- 
nong ahela River Consolidated Coal and 
Coke Company and the Pittsburg and 
Buffalo Coal Company have refused to 
accept an order from the Italian g ov­ 
ernment for 500,000 tons of coal, to be 
shipped to Italy . 
For some time past a representative of 
the Italian g overnment has been in this 
country try ing to obtain coal, first in the 
anthracite field and afterward in Pitts­ 
burg . 
I11 both places he has been un­ 
successful. The Pittsburg operators have 
decided that it 
would Ik* impossible to 
fill the order because of the g reat home 
demand for coal. 
There is a shortag e of miners at the 
present time, and the car shortag e is so 
serious that it would be impossible to 
g et the coal to tidewater. 
Besides, th<*re 
are no boats available on which the coal 
could be shipped. 
According 
to the operators, there is j 
every reason to believe that the price of j 
coal will be hig her this winter than ever 
before, mainly throug h the car shortag e. 
The railroads entering Pittsburg have 
served notice on the operators that here­ 
after no cars will be allowed to be sent 
off the lines owning them. 
This action 
will prevent the shipment of thousands of 
tons of coal until the order is rescinded, 
which is not ex pected to happen until af­ 
ter the crop movement is completed. The 
situation was never more serious than at 
present.

Spring field, 111., Sept. ?3.—The work 
of the state architect of Illinois cov­ 
ers a broad field. He is called upon to 
desig n and erect every 
imag inable 
type of building s and improvements 
for various state purposes. He must 
desig n root-cellars for the protection 
and 
preservation of the veg etables 
raised on the institution farms or car­ 
ried for institution consumption. 
He 
must desig n chapels, g ymnasiums, 
park pavilions, armories, 
swimming 
pools and drainag e systems. 
Within 
Che past three 
years 
he has been 
called upon to draw plans for 
and 
superintend the construction 
of 
a 
palace of justice. To obtain the best 
desig ns, utilize the latest improve­ 
ments and g ive the state the very 
best that is obtainable in the way of 
modern architecture, it is necessary 
for him to Inspect institutions of other 
states and compare them with institu­ 
tions in Illinois, and then with the 
aid and advice of the superintend­ 
ents of the Illinois institutions, 
or 
departments, to g ive to the state the 
most improved desig ns that he can 
offer as a result of these comparisons. 
Within the past 
two 
years 
the 
state architect of Illinois, W. Carbys 
Zimmerman 
of Chicag o, 
has 
been 
called upon to superintend work that 
has cost $3,000,000. Structures which 
he has desig ned have rang ed in val­ 
ue from 
$1,000 
and 
$350,000. 
In 
awarding contracts 
for the work that 
has been done a fair 
deal has been 
given to contractors. 
Upon completion of the plans In 
every instance bids were publicly ad­ 
vertised for hi papers certain to reach 
all contractors interested. 
Competi­ 
tion was further encourag ed by pri­ 
vately inviting desirable bidders to 
submit estimates. The result of this 
effort was to produce g enuine compe­ 
tition, and an unusual number of com­ 
petitors submitted estimates for the 
work. That this plan was a decided 
advantag e to the state has been show n 
by the results. 
In most cases the 
bids were below the cost that could, 
considering the rise in price of labor 
| and material, be reasonably expected. 
Open to Competition. 
In writing specifications 
for 
the 
work 
a special effort was made to 
frame them In such a way as to g ive 
the dealers 
and 
manufacturers of 
building material, fixtures and equip­ 
ments an equal 
opportunity. 
The 
specifications were worded so definite­ 
ly as to call for the best materials 
to be had and at the same time to 
make them so broad as not to limit 
the bidder to any special make or 
brand. 
Public work in many instan­ 
ces was let for less than was fore­ 
cast carefully estimated cost, based 
on the cost of similar building s erect­ 
ed for private cfients. 
For instance, 
the new supreme court building now 
being 
completed 
in 
Spring field, 
broug ht estimates from fourteen g en­ 
eral bidders with prices rang ing from 
$148,000 to $181,87 7 . 
This favorable 
competition was repeated when 
the 
interior finishing of the building was 
contracted for. 
For the extensive repairs and im­ 
provements undertaken on the state 
capitol, similarly satisfactory compe­ 
tition took place. 
Detailed estimates 
had bdfcn prepared some years before ; 
of the cost of this work and an ap-j 
propriation based on 
this estimate 
was very decidedly reduced, notwith­ 
standing the increased cost of mater­ 
ial and labor. When the appropriation 
was made for these repairs and im-; 
provements it was reg arded hopeless-j 
ly Insufficient. Nevertheless, throug h j 
the close competition which was se­ 
cured, fig ures were obtained and con­ 
tracts let, which not only kept the 
cost within the appropriation but left 
quite a substantial balance in the 
treasury. 
Wherever there .was the faintest 
Idea of political or other influence be­ 
ing broug ht to bear, the administra­ 
tion made it a point to see that there 
was an equal opportunity for all com­ 
petitors. 
Must Pound 
Down Cost. 
One of the g reat difficulties con­ 
fronting the state architect is to plan 
and desig n the building s so as to keep 
their eost within the appropriations 
provided. 
Appropriations 
for 
the 
state’s new building s can, of course, 
be only a fraction of its total income, 
and the amount available for some of 
the building s is very small, consider­ 
ing the requirement caused by the 
constant g rowth and rapid develop­ 
ment of the institutions and depart­ 
ments. 
The architect must plan a 
hig h-type building so as to g ive the 
g reatest capacity at the lowest pos­ 
sible cost, which, of course, must be 
within the amount of the appropria­ 
tion. It can be pointed out with con­ 
siderable satisfaction that the cost of 
the new building s last year was kept 
within the amounts appropriated for 
the service. 
Amenfi Buildings Designed. 
At the Illinois State Normal Schools 
an auditorium-manual 
arts building has 
been provided for, while a dormitory 
has been erected at the Eastern Illi­ 
nois State Normal 
School, Charles­ 
ton, and a model school building erect­ 
ed at the Southern 
Illinois 
Normal 
School, 
Carbondale. 
An 
operating 
building and service and ward build­ 
ings have been erected at the mine!« 
Charitable Ey e 
& 
Ear 
Infirmary 
Chicago. 
The architect drew plans for six 
barracks and one armory for the Illi­ 
nois National Guard at Camp Logan. 
He provided designs for the monu­ 
ments and grounds at Fort Massac. 
The plans for the state building at the 
J amestown Expositioa, Norfolk, Vir­ 
ginia, were drawn by him and its erec­ 
tion superintended by him. 
In add! 
tion to this regular work Governor De- 
neen called upon him for a complete 
inspection of all the state charitable

In that repô rt the state 
architect found occasion to criticise 
the construction of a number of the 
institutions as follows: 
“It was found that the structural 
parts of the building s, old and new, 
are in as g ood a condition and repair 
as can reasonably be expected. 
It 
would appear, however, that 
in the 
older building s the fixtures, the equip­ 
ment and the finish, viz: the non- 
structural part of the building s, have 
in some of the institutions been 
al­ 
lowed to run down, 
are antiquated, 
obsolete and worn out, so that these 
features are dang erous 
and 
unsani­ 
tary in many instances. 
This is es­ 
pecially true of the plumbing , floors 
and in the majority of cases of the 
machinery and electrical work. 
Fire Escapes Needed. 
“Your committee was unpleasantly 
impressed by the fact that with very 
few exceptions all of the institutional 
building s, old and new, are of ordi­ 
nary non-flreproof construction. This 
reg rettable fact would, In view of the 
number and character of the occu­ 
pants, necessarily demand the most 
complete system of fire escapes, exits 
and fire exting uishing arrang ements 
possible to arrang e for. It was found 
however, that a most lamentable con­ 
dition existed In most institutions re­ 
g arding this matter. In very few insti­ 
tutions are there sufficient exits and 
fire escape arrang ements, or is there 
a fire exting uishing system with a 
sufficient water supply that would, 
in 
case of emerg ency, answer the pur­ 
pose and prevent a catastrophe too 
fearful to think of.” 
In view* of the larg e number of 
chang es 
that 
the 
state 
architect 
thoug ht should be made it was recom­ 
mended that these improvements be 
undertaken in the following order: 
First—In the physical operation of 
the institutions. 
Second—For the safety of the in­ 
mates. 
Third—For the we41-be*ng and com­ 
fort of the Inmates. 
Fourth—To improve sanitary and 
g eneral conditions. 
Fifth—To promote economy and ef­ 
ficiency of operation. 
While members of the appropria 
tions committee of the 45th g eneral 
assembly took occasion to criticise the 
state architect for his recommends 
tions, and some even went to the ex­ 
tent of advocating the abolishment 
of his position, they finally recog nized 
the importance of his recommenda­ 
tions and voted to provide the var­ 
ious institutions with the fire protec­ 
tion sug g ested by him. 
Buildings Will 
Be Safer. 
When these fire escapes have been 
erected, the institutions will be well 
provided with the protection neces­ 
sary. 
The work of the architect in 
improving the heating and ventilating 
in the institutions, the extension of 
the water system and the improve­ 
ment of the sewer system and eng in­ 
eering plants has been of material 
benefit to the state because it has 
provided the institutions 
with 
the 
most modern improvements that are 
available. 
In 
securing these 
Mr. 
Zimmerman has devoted much time to 
the study of literature bearing upon 
state 
institution« and in inspecting 
model institutions In other sections 
of the country. 
The new supreme oourt building at 
Spring field 
will be completed 
next 
spring . 
The building itself has been 
finished and the contractors are now 
eng ag ed upon the interior. The build­ 
ing is three stories in heig ht and will 
be occupied by the supreme court, 
the appellate court of the Spring field 
district, the attorney g eneral and the 
law library. 
The site cost the state 
$57 ,563, while the building Itself cost 
$148,000. The state architect has en­ 
tire charg e of the work and has been 
represented all the time by his as­ 
sistant, Mr. James E. Cole.

is merely the balance wheel and is 
placed a few inches from one side of 
the car and runs on the road. It car­

hu nting expeditio ns to pro tect his hands 
fro m the tho rns, and in his Cy ro paedia 
Xeno pho n repro aches the Persians fo r 
their effeminacy 
in co vering their 
hands. 
Bo th in the east and west the glo ve, 
when o nce ado pted, so o n became o f 
impo rtance as the reco gnized sy mbo l o f 
the transfer o f pro perty , the seller o f 
land giving the pu rchaser a glo ve as a 
to ken o f po ssessio n, fo r which reaso n 
it 
is generally su ppo sed that in the mu ch- 
qu o ted passage in Ru th 4 n, ‘ to co n­ 
firm all things a man plu cked o ff his 
*ho e and gave it to his neighbo r,” the 
wo rd sho e sho u ld have been translated 
glo ve. 
In C hristian ico no graphy a glo ve was 
very 
early 
asso ciate« ! with certain 
saints, no tably with St. Fro nt, who is 
said to have left his glo ve behind him 
after attending the fu neral o f St. Mar­ 
tha, the sister o f Lazaru s, and with 
St. Cesariu s, bisho p o f Aries, who is 
credited with having sent his glo ve 
fu ll o f air to a district iu his dio cese 
su ffering fro m a pro tracted calm. 
A glo ve wo rn o n the left hand by a 
saint is a to ken o f no ble birth, pro b­ 
ably becau se the falco n was carried o n 
the left wrist, au d as early as the third 
centu ry A. D. glo ves were given by 
the eini>ero r to the bisho ps o n their 
investitu re. 
St. Ambro se 
o f 
Milan, 
who died in 308, is represented in a 
painting, no w’ iu the sacristy o f the 
cathedral o f Aix-la-Chapelle, wearing 
glo ves o u the back o f which a star is 
embro idered. 
Glo ves are amo ng the 
emblems o f St. Amadeu s 
o f 
Savo y , 
who se sister is su ppo sed to have given 
given him a glo ve she had received 
fro m the Blessed Virgin, and the sto ry 
go es th at St. David o f Sweden, when 
his sight was failing him fro m o ld age, 
hu ng his glo ves o n a su nbeam, taking 
it fo r a co rd. 
As is well kno wn, the thro wing do wn 
o f a glo ve was iu feu dal times a chal­ 
lenge to single co mbat and the picking 
u p o f that glo ve an acceptance o f the 
defiance, a fact skillfu lly tu rned to ac­ 
co u nt by Bro wning in his beau tifu l 
]K>em “The Glo ve,” in which he makes 
the hero ine dash do wn her glo ve a t 
the feet o f the lio n, o nly to have 
it 
ilu ng back in her face by her lo ver. 
Knights list'd to wear a lady 's glo ve 
in their helmets as a to ken that they 
wo u ld defend her cau se against ad 
co mers, and to this day a special sig 
nlficance attaches to the gift o f a pair 
o f glo ves fro m a man to a wo man. Tha 
cu sto m o f taking o ff the right-hand 
glo ve befo re shaking hands with a lady 
is pro bably a su rvival o f the day s o f 
chivalry , as is also the presentatio n o f 
a pair o f white glo ves to a ju dge when 
there are no cases to be tried at an 
assize, as well as to the giving o f black 
glo ves to m o u rners at a fu neral.

o pinio n was written by Chief Ju stice 
Hand, and dissented to by Ju stice Car­ 
ter. 
It raises five main o bjectio ns to the 
law. 
They are as fo llo ws; “The co u rt 
o bjects strenu o u sly to the pro visio n giv­ 
ing the co u nty central co mmittees the 
right to establish the delegate districts, 
ho lding that the co mmittees are vo lu nteer 
bo dies and canno t be held respo nsible fo r 
their acts.

It o bjects to the pro visio n withho lding 
the right o f vo ting at the primaries fro m 
all “who are no t registered." 
The co u rt, 
co mmended several mino r po ints, bu t they 
were so very mino r that they hardly 
co u nted in the general demo litio n o f the 
law. 
There was bu t little left after the 
wreck.

Already the benefits of 
new methods are felt, and unstinted 
praise is given for the benefits se­ 
cured under the changes made. 
Re quire Sa fe ty Applia nce s. 
Under the present state adminis­ 
tration bas come the Installation and 
enforcement of the Safety Appliance 
Act. 
At the request of, tnd for the bene­ 
fit of the railway employes 
of 
the 
state and the traveling public, a law 
was enacted and approved May 12, 
1905, providing for the attachment of 
safety appliance and power brakes to 
the railroad equipment, and providing 
also for an inspector of safety ap­ 
pliances to enforce its provisions, un­ 
der the supervision and direction of 
the Railroad and Warehouse commis­ 
sion. 
This department has been very 
effectively 
administeced 
under 
the 
present inspector. 
During the 
last 
year he visited 139 cities and Inspect­ 
ed 560 engines and 20,661 cars, 
and 
traveled 8,740 miles in the discharge 
of his duties. 
One of the most important duties 
with which the commission is charged 
Is the collection of Information and 
statistics relative to the conduct and 
operation of the railroad companies 
doing business in the state. 
In the 
performance of this duty the commis­ 
sion not only collects and tabulates 
the Information required by law, but 
compiles a great deal of useful in­ 
formation not specifically named in 
the statute. 
Se e k Limit for Bond Issue . 
It has been impressed upon the 
commission by the reports tiled in 
recent years that some adequate pro­ 
tection ought to be afforded to 
In­ 
vestors in railroad security. In sever­ 
al states the railroad commissioners 
are charged with this duty, so that 
no issue of stock or bonds, or other 
evidence of indebtedness can be le­ 
gally issued without its approval. 
That such protection ought to he 
extended to investors in this state is 
demonstrated by the returns made by 
the railroads to this commission, in 
which the railway capital varies from 
$21,000 to over $460,000 per mile of 
road. 
The commission introduced a 
bill In the last legislature to place this 
matter in the commission's hands so 
that only on a proper showing could 
any additional Indebtedness be placed 
upon any railway property 
in 
this 
state. 
This 
recommendation 
failed 
of enactment into a law. 
W ork of Commission. 
During the last three or four years 
the commission has been more active­ 
ly 
engaged 
than at any preceding 
time since its organization. 
During 
this time the formal proceedings be­ 
fore it had been as follow^: 
Protections of crossings, four cases. 
Petitions for permission to cross, 
fifty-three cases. 
Complaints, forty-five cases. 
In all a total of 102 cases have been 
passed upon by the commission. This 
number 
but 
faintly represents the 
work of the commission, as in t^e 
case of new crossings the commission 
has first to visit the place of the pro­ 
posed crossing 
and 
become conver­ 
sant with all the conditions 
which 
surround it, by personal investigation, 
and thereafter to have a public hear­ 
ing. 
In the matter of complaints, In 
a great many cases several hearings 
are necessary before they are finally 
closed. 
The Railroad and Warehouse com­ 
mission was originally organized Jwly 
1, 1871, under the provisions of “ An 
Act to establish a Board of Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners, and 
to prescribe their powe rs and dutie s.”
